All-seeing truck 
doles out more 
parking tickets 


Eyes on the road. 

Vehicle uses cameras 
to look for drivers 
overstaying welcome 


The city’s mobile parking 
enforcement unit is quietly 
earning its keep, boosting city 
patrols and writing more than 
half the tickets for drivers over¬ 
staying their welcome in a re¬ 
cent month. 

The vehicle, which is 
equipped with cameras to track 
whether a driver has been in 
a location for longer than two 
hours, made its debut earlier 
this year. 

In May, the most recent 
month where numbers are

available, the city handed out 
1,100 tickets for people who 
stayed past two hours, and the 
new vehicle was responsible for 
560 of them. 

Erin Blaine, the city’s park¬ 
ing enforcement co-ordinator, 
said the vehicle has been a big 
boost to the city’s enforcement 
efforts. 

“We’re definitely happy 
with it and eveiy month we are 


getting better at it and seeing 
better results,” she said. 

In Januaiy, with only officers 
on foot writing tickets, the city 
wrote 781 tickets, rising to 882 
in February and 980 in March. 
In April, the first full month of 
the truck’s deployment, offi¬ 
cers on foot wrote 980 tickets, 
while the truck wrote 341. 

Blaine said there were some 
kinks to work out, but now the 
vehicle is working exactly as 
expected. 

“We‘ve established good 
routes and got all of our train¬ 
ing completed so now it’s just 
a matter of our daily routine,” 
she said. 

Blaine said one of the big 
benefits is that they’re able to 
get to areas of the city where 
enforcement had been fairly 
limited before. 

“We are able to cover a lot 
more ground than we did in 
the past,” she said.

Minister 
broke laws 
on privacy 

Alberta premier Dave Hancock 
said he still has confidence in 
Education Minister Jeff Johnson 
after it was revealed Thursday 
that Johnson violated freedom 
of information laws, the latest 
in a string of rebukes from the 
province’s teachers. 

According to the ruling 
by Privacy Commissioner Jill 
Clayton, Johnson contravened 
provincial privacy laws last year 
when he used personal email 
addresses to contact teachers. 

“The heart of this matter is 
transparency,” Clayton said in a 
prepared release. 

“Even if you have the au¬ 
thority to share information, 
it’s important to be upfront 
with people as to why their per¬ 
sonal information is being col¬ 
lected and how it will be used. 
This reduces the likelihood of 
complaints.” 

Following the ruling, Han¬ 
cock said he was surprised the 
commissioner deemed the in¬ 
cident a breach of privacy since 
Johnson acts as the registrar of 
the profession. 

“I do understand that the 
ruling differentiated between 
contacting at a work email ad¬ 
dress versus contacting at a 
home email address, so I’ll be 
interested in reading that and 
understanding the thinking be¬ 
hind it,” he added. 

In a statement issued to Met¬ 
ro, Johnson said the ministry 
co-operated with the privacy 
commissioner and is currently 
reviewing the ruling. 

Johnson went on to say it’s 
critical for the province to have 
a direct line with teachers. 

“I believe teachers deserve 
to hear from me directly about 
issues and developments that 
may affect them,” he said.

At $ 500 , 000 . School zone changes 
likely coming to Edmonton this tall 


Plans to implement school 
zones throughout Edmon¬ 
ton will cost the city about 
$500,000 this fall. 

Council first raised the idea 
earlier this year to lower speed 
limits around schools to 30 
km/h. A report going to coun¬ 
cil suggests that the city begin 
with the areas around elemen¬ 
tal schools next year and 
then consider expanding to 


junior and senior high schools, 
as well as playgrounds. 

The report suggests that 
putting in new signage will 
cost between $200,000 and 
$250,000 and that communi¬ 
cating the changes through an 
advertising campaign will cost 
roughly the same. The report 
notes the advertising cam¬ 
paign is important because the 
city hasn’t had zones for dec¬ 


ades. Coun. Bev Esslinger, who 
has pushed for the change, 
said the cost is going to be well 
worth it. 

“The cost is minimal con¬ 
sidering the safety of our stu¬ 
dents and it provides a tool for 
the police to use in and around 
schools,” she said. 

Both school boards have 
said they support the idea.

“We’re going to want to 
stay away from anything that 
could be mistaken for Stam- 
peders or Calgary Flames 
red, but other than that I 
don’t think Edmontonians

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Changes coining to EIA bus stop

Upcoming improvements to 
the Edmonton International 
Airport (EIA) shuttle stop will 
be a literal breath of fresh air 
to many who use the Route 
747 bus service. 

After landing in Edmon¬ 
ton on June 15, resident Ian 
O’Donnell was a prospective 
passenger waiting for shuttle 
service, noting big improve¬ 
ments are needed to the bus 
route serving the transporta¬ 
tion hub of Alberta’s capital. 

Poor signage, lack of 
seating or shelter options, 
and close proximity to the 
smoking area were among 
O’Donnell’s complaints. 

“That was my first or 
second time taking it back 
(to Edmonton) and it just re¬ 
minded me how terrible the 
experience is for someone 
waiting for the bus,” he said. 

According to Heather 
Hamilton with EIA, upgrades 
are being planned for the 
airport stop, which include

moving the bus station away 
from the designated smok¬ 
ing area. 

“There is a boundary of 
where the smokers are sup¬ 
posed to be that would sort 
of fix the problem, but it’s 
been a bit of a challenge to 
enforce. For that reason, we 
have made some other chan¬ 
ges that will help alleviate 
that problem,” she said. 

The bus stop will be re¬ 
located this summer to the 
outer curb instead of its cur¬ 
rent spot on the inner curb, 
said Hamilton. The designat¬ 
ed smoking area will also be 
moved. 

Improvements to the 
signage inside the airport 
and at the curb will also be 
made to notify people that 
they can wait inside 
for the bus, said 
Hamilton.

cess,” he said. 

Michael Hamilton with the 
group Yeg Bees said there’s a 
lot the city can gain from bee¬ 
hives and he’s glad the pilot 
could be moving ahead. 

“At this point it is just 
looking at what are the chal¬ 
lenges and the benefits of 
urban beekeeping,” Hamilton

The stars of the latest travel¬ 
ling show arrived in Edmon¬ 
ton Thursday, moving into 
the bams they’ll call home 
for the next four weeks. 

Arriving from a tempor¬ 
ary vacation outside of Cal¬ 
gary, the 64 horses that make 
up the Odysseo by Cavalia 
cast were groomed, fed and 
moved into their stalls, as the 
show gets set to open Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

During a tour of the facil¬ 
ity, show creator Norman 
Latourelle said the entire pro¬ 
duction, including the stage, 
has been designed to show¬ 
case the animals. 

“The horses are the real 
artists with the acrobats on 
the ground and I was wishing 
everyone to witness the hoof 
of the horse and foot of the 
artist,” he said.

A funny thing happened on my 
way to the Eiffel Tower. Traffic 
along the Seine river, below 
landmark-dotted Quai Anatole- 
France, vanished. 

Usually there are 2,000 
automobiles there, eveiy hour. 
Instead there was a procession 
of cyclists and pedestrians, 
children scaling the left bank 
wall, and Parisians reading 
on expansive lime-coloured 
bleachers facing the water. 

I descended an empty 
exit road. Under a bridge I 
discovered a speakers’ display 
urging me to share any song 
from my iPhone via Bluetooth. 
So I added my own little fun 
to les Berges (the Banks) — a 
2.5-kilometre pedestrian mall 
taking the quayside back from 
cars and, most of all, reintegrat¬ 
ing the river into locals’ lives. 

At home, in Edmonton, 
people have said they want 
more life in the North Sas¬ 
katchewan River downtown. 
The city is currently exploring 
how to make it “more access¬ 
ible,” code for more welcom¬ 
ing. It can look to Paris’s 
reconfiguration of les Berges. 

The 2013 project is 
relatively low cost, about $50 
million — which doesn’t go 
veiy far in what the Economist 
Intelligence Unit declared the 
world’s second-most expensive 
city. The reconfiguration is 
achieved by using mostly street 
furniture, as opposed to perma¬ 
nent construction, which also 


preserves the UNESCO World 
Heritage site’s integrity. This 
also allows for redecoration of 
the banks at any time. 

Les Berges also got help 
from local businesses. It’s 
one of a few places with food 
trucks, for example. There are 
corporate sponsors, too. In 
June, Olympus gave free pho¬ 
tography lessons and rented to 
people digital cameras to docu¬ 
ment life on the left bank. 

Much of the $7.2 mil¬ 
lion operating budget is for 
programming such as concerts, 
but there are also simpler pleas¬ 
ures: Zumba classes, teepees 
for children’s birthday parties 
and shipping containers for 
an hour-long nap or business 
meeting — all free. In Januaiy, 
a heater makes it hospitable. 

Reclaiming the Seine 
was an incremental process, 
beginning a decade ago with 
summer respites on the right 
bank that saw the invention 
of an urban beach over a lane 
of road. Sound familiar? It’s 
the inspiration for our own 
prospective beach. 

But as I’ve written here 
before, an urban beach is a 
good start but unlikely to liven 
up the area on its own. More, 
but not necessarily permanent, 
infrastructure, furniture and 
programming — and definitely 
help from businesses and art¬ 
ists — is required to give the 
North Saskatchewan that bit of 
joie de vivre.

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Keeping pets safe from people top 
priority: Animal protection officer 



Pet safety. ‘You never

Peace officer Grey’s job de¬ 
scription is specific — keep 
pets safe. As an animal pro¬ 
tection officer, that generally 
means keep pets safe from 
humans. 

Working out of the Ed¬ 
monton Humane Society, 
Grey spends her days cruising 
city streets, following up on 
complaints and ensuring Ed¬ 
montonians are keeping their 
pets fed, watered and out of 
dangerous situations, includ¬ 
ing hot vehicles. 

“Eveiy day is different and 
it’s constantly pushing you to 
learn more,” said Grey, who 
asked her first name not be 
published because of her job 
as an enforcement officer. 
“You never know what you’re 
going to get when you pick 
up the phone.” 

A typical day for Grey kicks 
off with checking emails, 
making calls and following 
up with complaints. Then it’s 
time to hit the streets, but 
not before Grey checks the 
internal temperature of her 
APO Ford Explorer. 

On a sunny morning in 


June, the temperature hov¬ 
ers around a pleasant 21 C, 
but inside the truck the heat 
registers at 35.9 C, giving 
Grey an idea of what to ex¬ 
pect for the day — calls alert¬ 
ing her team of dogs left in 
hot cars. 

Routinely checking her 
voicemail and texts, Grey said 
one of the hardest parts of the 
job is deciding which calls to 


take and which can wait. 

“Which animal do you go 
and save and which one to 
pass on,” Grey said. “That’s 
on you.” 

Working under the Ani¬ 
mal Protection Act, Edmon¬ 
ton’s APO are mandated to 
ensure pets have clean food 
and water, proper shelter 
with ventilation while keep¬ 
ing an eye out for pets left in 


vehicles. 

Last July, Edmonton’s APOs 
received 64 calls of animals 
left in vehicles, responding 
to 33. Grey said that’s a high 
number to respond to, since 
often she will arrive on scene 
and the car will be gone. 

Rather than smashing win¬ 
dows and towing cars, Grey 
said officers work to resolve 
the situation with owners on 


scene. 

“We’ll seize animals if we 
need to, but we’re not out 
to take all the animals away 
from their owners,” Grey said. 

Similar to last year’s num¬ 
ber, this summer is off to a hot 
start for vehicle complaints. 

Over the long weekend, 
APOs received seven calls of 
animals in vehicles and 67 
calls in June alone. 


Car temperature

The internal temperature of a vehicle 
can jump to upwards of 35 9 C even 
when outside temperatures are cooler 
at 21 C. APO officers use a special 
temperature instrument to monitor 
internal vehicle temperatures when 
responding to pets in distress.

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Alone with your thoughts? It may 
not be very enjoyable, study says

Wouldn’t you love to escape 
this busy world and just 
spend some time alone with 
your thoughts? Maybe not, 
says a study of volunteers 
who actually tried it. 

Some even started giving 
themselves electric shocks as 
the minutes ticked by 

“I think many of them 
were trying to shock them¬ 
selves out of boredom,” said 
psychologist Timothy Wilson 
of the University of Virginia. 
“It’s just a sign of how diffi¬ 
cult (being alone with one’s 
thoughts) can be for people.... 
This isn’t something that most 
people find really enjoyable.” 

At least, that’s the case for 
people not trained in tech¬ 
niques such as meditation, 
Wilson and co-authors say in 
a paper released Thursday by 
the journal Science. 

In a series of experiments, 
college students left their cell¬ 
phones and other distractions 
behind and spent six to 15 
minutes alone in a sparsely fur¬ 
nished room on campus. They 
were told to entertain them¬ 
selves just with their thoughts, 
or imagine doing one of three 


pleasant activities like hiking. 

The experience was not 
exactly heaven. On a nine-point 
scale of enjoyment, their aver¬ 
age rating was about in the 
middle. And about half the par¬ 
ticipants gave it a rating at the 
half-way mark or below. 

In nonscientific terms, the 
overall verdict was: Eh. 

Doing it at home proved no 
more enjoyable. When the re¬ 
searchers had 61 people from 
the community tiy it at home, 


about half admitted to cheat¬ 
ing by doing things like check¬ 
ing their cellphones, writing 
or doodling. 

Wilson was surprised by 
the overall results. When 
the experimenters began, “it 
seemed that it shouldn’t be 
that hard for people to use 
(their brains) to entertain 
themselves,” he said. 

Maybe the problem is that 
while pleasant thoughts pop 
up naturally while we’re doing 


something like driving or exer¬ 
cising, it’s hard to activate them 
on demand, he said. The result 
is probably not a consequence 
of modern-day life, Wilson said, 


because even in medieval and 
ancient Roman times, there 
were complaints that people 
don’t take enough time to con¬ 
template.

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Electric shocks 


‘ Surprising’ 
results 

The most startling 
experiment involved the 
electric shock. Students 
first shocked themselves 
in the ankle and rated 
how unpleasant that 
was. 

They were asked to 
imagine being given 
$5 and to specify how 
much they would pay to 
avoid another shock, or 
to receive one. 

Then they were told 
that if they wanted to, 
they could shock them¬ 
selves again during their 
time alone, which ran 
15 minutes. 

Of the 55 partici¬ 
pants, 42 said they 
would pay to avoid 
feeling the shock again. 
But once they were left 
alone, even some of 
these volunteers chose 
to shock themselves 
anyway — 12 of 18 men 
and six of 24 women. 

Jonathan Schooler, 
a psychologist at the 
University of California, 
Santa Barbara, who 
didn’t participate in 
the work, said he found 
the results “surprising 
and in some ways a 
disappointing statement 
about human nature.” 

Most people have 
interesting things to 
think about, “so I don’t 
understand why they 
find themselves such bad 
company,” he said. 

“This is innovative 
new research,” Schooler 
said. 
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Sex killer Bernardo engaged? 


‘Love’ behind bars. 

There’s nothing the 
government can do 
about it, says Justice 
Minister 


Federal Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay says there’s nothing 
the government can do to pre¬ 
vent Paul Bernardo from com¬ 
municating with a woman who 
is reportedly planning to many 
the convicted killer. 

“That’s not really an issue 
before the Justice Department,” 
MacKay said Thursday. 

“There hasn’t been an ac¬ 
tion. There hasn’t been pre¬ 
ventative steps taken to pre¬ 
vent contact.... We can’t stop a 
person from communicating 
through letters and emails un¬ 
less there is something that is 
seen as harassing or criminal in 
its intent.” 

Convicted killer Paul Ber¬ 
nardo is serving an indetermin¬ 
ate sentence for the slayings of 
two schoolgirls, a dozen rapes 
and more than two dozen 
other sex offences — but there

are still women who reportedly 
want to marry him. 

The latest is reported to be a 
30-year-old university graduate 
from London, Ont., who began 
corresponding with Bernardo 
last fall, according to QMI news 
agency. 

Corrections Canada declines 
to comment on individual 
cases. But Tim Danson, a law¬ 
yer for the families of the mur¬ 
dered schoolgirls, has plenty 


to say. “He should not be given 
any privileges,” Danson told the 
Toronto Star on Thursday. 

He also said the woman 
who considers herself to be Ber¬ 
nardo’s fiancee needs plenty of 
help. “People close to her have 
to reach out to her and save her 
from herself,” he said. “Just the 
thought of it is disturbing.” 

Still, there are plenty of 
women who struggle to make 
contact with Bernardo through 
letters. One website for prison¬ 
ers’ families features a hot dis¬ 
cussion on whether it’s right 
to try to make contact with 
Bernardo. 

“I write to Paul all the time, 
I send him cards and no I dont 
have a fetish for concrete!” a 
woman who identified herself 
as “shoes” wrote. “I have read 
many books on his crimes and 
for some reason i hold compas¬ 
sion for him. Its deep in my 
bones and i cant let it go.” 

Another woman, who iden¬ 
tified herself as “brandy99,” 
wrote that she can see a differ¬ 
ence between Bernardo the 
man and Bernardo the criminal.

In a report published on 
Thursday, the Quebecor- 
owned QMI does not name 
the 30-year-old bride-to-be. 
It says that even her family 
doesn’t believe the cere¬ 
mony behind bars will ever 
take place. 

According to QMI, the 
couple first met last fall 
after she wrote Bernardo, 
and the bride-to-be believes 
he is innocent even though 
he made videos of his 
victims in captivity. 

“He has convinced her 
that he didn’t do this (rapes 
or murders),” her father 
told QMI. 

QMI says the bride-to-be 
has a tattoo on her ankle 
that says “Paul’s girl,” and 
the engagement has caused 
tensions within her family.

A storm headed toward the 
Maritimes is expected to lose 
its hurricane strength when it 
arrives in the region Saturday, 
but still carry potent winds 
and heavy rains. 

Meteorologist Bob Robi- 
chaud of the Canadian Hurri¬ 
cane Centre said Thursday he 
expects Arthur, the first named 
storm of the Atlantic season, to 
be a strong post-tropical storm 
with sustained winds of 65 
kilometres an hour or more. 

It was classified as hur¬ 
ricane earlier Thursday in 
the United States, where it 
was likely to reach Category 
2 status. That means a min¬ 


imum wind speed of 154 km/h, 
while a Categoiy 1 storm is 119 
km/h. 

But Robichaud said that 
even with the expected weak¬ 
ening of the system as it moves 
north, it could pack strong 
winds when it arrives late Fri¬ 
day or early Saturday morning. 

Robichaud expects Nova 
Scotia will experience the 


heaviest winds while New 
Brunswick could see the most 
rainfall, adding that it’s still 
too early to determine where 
Arthur could make landfall. 

If Arthur makes landfall in 
the U.S. on Friday, it would be 
the first hurricane to do so on 
July 4, according to National 
Hurricane Center research.

FBI agents tried more than 
once to discourage a 19-year-old 
suburban Denver woman who 
said she was intent on waging 
jihad in the Middle East before 
they arrested her in April as she 
boarded a flight at the start of 
a trip to Syria, newly unsealed 
court documents show. 

Shannon Maureen Conley 
had told agents she wanted to 
use her militaiy training from 
the U.S. Army Explorers in a 
holy war overseas, even though 
she knew it was illegal, accord¬ 
ing to the federal court records 
released Wednesday. 

Conley, a radicalized Mus¬ 
lim convert, was arrested April 
8 at Denver International Air¬ 
port, telling agents she planned 
to live with a suitor she met on¬ 
line, apparently a Tunisian man 
who claimed to be fighting for 
an al-Qaida splinter group, the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant. The militant group 
known as ISIL has recently 
overrun parts of Iraq and Syria. 

FBI agents became aware of 
Conley’s growing interest in ex¬ 
tremism in November after she

wandering around and taking 
notes on the layout of the cam¬ 
pus, according to documents. 

She spoke with agents sev¬ 
eral times after that, telling 
them of her desire for jihad, the 
records state. The agents tried 
openly to dissuade her. 

“Conley felt that jihad is 
the only answer to correct the 
wrongs against the Muslim 
world,” the documents say.

An official withdrew his re¬ 
port that eight miners had 
been rescued from a small, 
wildcat gold mine in south¬ 
ern Honduras, saying late 
Thursday that all 11 men 
were still trapped following a 
cave-in the previous day. 

Rescue workers using 
picks and shovels cleared 
away rubble by hand tiying 
to reach the miners. 

Emergencies Commission 
director Moises Alvarado had 


said earlier Thursday that 
eight of the miners had been 
rescued and been taken to 
hospital. He later said he was 
given incorrect information 
by a firefighter at the site. 

“The miners are still 
underground and none of 
them has been rescued,” Al¬ 
varado said. 

More than 300 Red Cross 
volunteers, firefighters and 
people who live near the 
mine in the town of El Cor¬ 
pus were digging by hand in 
an effort to reach the miners. 

Fire department spokes¬ 
man Oscar Triminio said 
heavy machinery was not be¬ 
ing used because the mine “is 
unstable and could further

Bank on June 12, sparking a 
massive manhunt that ended 
with the discovery of their 
bodies early this week. Israel 
has blamed Hamas for the 
abductions and launched a 
crackdown on the Islamic mil¬ 
itant group in the West Bank, 
drawing rocket attacks out of 
Gaza and Israeli airstrilces in a 
near-daily cycle of retaliation.

The Palestinians 
accused Israeli extremists of 
killing the teen in a revenge 
attack over the deaths of the 
Israeli youths.

Ohio brothers hoping to be 
recognized later this year as 
the world’s oldest conjoined 
twins plan to celebrate Sat¬ 
urday as they hit a milestone 
they’ve been looking forward 
to for years. 

Donnie and Ronnie 
Galyon of Beavercreek will be 
62 years, eight months and 
seven days old, and they’ll 
have outlived Eng and Chang 
Bunker, the famous 19th-cen- 
tuiy “Siamese Twins.” 

“They are talking about 
it constantly, day in and day 
out,” their younger brother, 
Jim Galyon, told the Dayton 
Daily News as he planned 
a celebratoiy block party. 
“They’ve been marking their 
calendar off every day, count¬ 
ing down to the day.” 

What they really want, 
though, is recognition from 
Guinness World Records. 
That could happen in Octo¬ 
ber, when they would turn 63 
and pass the record held by 
conjoined twins from Italy. 

The brothers, who are 
joined at the abdomen, 
live with Jim and his wife 
in Beavercreek. The couple 


began caring for the twins 
around the clock four years 
ago, when the men were in 
poor health. The community 
helped with a $170,000 reno¬ 
vation to the home. 

The twins performed in 
carnival sideshows and cir¬ 
cuses until retiring in 1991 
and now spend most of their 
time in a special bed created 
by a team from Mary Free 
Bed Rehabilitation Hospital 
in Grand Rapids, Mich., The 
Grand Rapids Press reported.

Nearly 200 people 
arrested a year after 
Egypt’s ex-president 
toppled by the military 


A series of demonstrations and 
small bombings marked the 
anniversaiy on Thursday of 
the ouster of Egypt’s president 
Mohammed Morsi, and au¬ 
thorities responded by arrest¬ 
ing nearly 200 people as part 
of their crackdown against 
Islamists. 

A bomb went off accidental¬ 
ly inside an apartment outside 
Cairo, killing two suspected 
militants who were handling 
the explosives, the Interior 
Ministiy said, adding that the 
men were in the apartment 
with two friends who fled after 
the blast in the Islamist strong¬ 
hold of Kirdasah. 

A security official said one 
Morsi supporter was killed dur¬ 
ing clashes between protesters 
and security forces in Cairo’s 
twin city Giza. Late Thursday, a 
homemade bomb went off on 
a train in Egypt’s second city, 


Alexandria, injuring five pas¬ 
sengers, another official said. 

A policeman was killed fol¬ 
lowing violent clashes with 
protesters in Helwan, a district 
south of Cairo, an official said. 

Morsi’s supporters had 
called for mass protests a year 
after he was toppled by the 
militaiy, but the number of 
demonstrators during the day 
was mostly in the hundreds — 
evidence of the reluctance by 
Islamists to take on the secur¬ 
ity forces after a months-long 
crackdown that has killed 
hundreds and jailed at least 
22 , 000 . 

Thursday’s demonstrations 
took place in Cairo, Alexan¬ 
dria, Assiut, the oasis province 
of Fayoum southwest of the 
capital and several other prov¬ 
inces. Protests continued after 
nightfall, with skirmishes re¬ 
ported in the city of Suez, the 
southern city of Aswan and on 
the outskirts of Cairo. 

Despite small numbers, pro¬ 
testers blocked roads, lobbed 
firebombs at police force, and 
chanted slogans against the 
militaiy and President Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi.

Anonymity tool draws NSA’s attention: Report

German media reported 
Thursday that users and sup¬ 
porters of a popular online 
anonymity tool are among 
those automatically singled 
out for special attention by 
U.S. security services. 

The report by public 
broadcasters WDR and NDR 
says the code from the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency’s 
XKeyscore software reveals 
the NSA’s interest in anyone 
who uses a program called 
Tor that can obscure a per¬ 
son’s digital trail. 

The code for the software, 


which was created to filter 
through vast amounts of data 
to find information of inter¬ 
est to U.S. intelligence, also 
monitors a handful of key 
computers that act as phone- 
books for the Tor network, 
the report said. 

The report came on the 
day German lawmakers 
began hearing expert testi¬ 
mony for a probe into the ac¬ 
tivities of foreign intelligence 
agencies in Germany. 

The inquiry was sparked 
by reports based on docu¬ 
ments leaked by former NSA 


contractor Edward Snowden, 
which showed that German 
citizens, including Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel, were tar¬ 
geted by U.S. intelligence. 

Former U.S. intelligence 
official William Binney told 
the lawmakers that Thurs¬ 
day’s report was plausible. 

Binney, who left the NSA 
in 2001 alleging surveillance 
overreach after the 9/11 ter¬ 
ror attacks, said factors that 
put people into “zones of sus¬ 
picion” include visiting cer¬ 
tain websites regularly.

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Provocative director 
gets soft in latest film 


Gerontophilia. 

Bruce LaBruce insists 
it's still fetish first, 
despite his tale of 
intergenerational 
sex having a notable 
tinge of sweetness 


Toronto filmmaker, under¬ 
ground pomographer and 
all-around boundary-baiting 
provocateur Bruce LaBruce 
has accomplished something 
downright outrageous with his 
latest picture, Gerontophilia: 
he made something accessible, 
tender and — gasp — sort of 
mainstream. 


In the 50-year-old’s estima¬ 
tion, it’s perhaps the most 
shocking move he could have 
made. 

“I was expecting a cer¬ 
tain amount of backlash (or) 
blowbaclc,” the director said 
over coffee at last Septem¬ 
ber’s Toronto International 
Film Festival. “I’ve made 
seven feature films pretty 
much all with explicit con¬ 
tent, and suddenly to change 
gears and make something a 
little more accessible, possibly 
a little more mainstream — 
certainly done more within an 
industiy context, government 
financing, my first union crew, 
etc. 

“I would expect some raised 
eyebrows,” he continued. “I’m 
saying it’s shocking sometimes 


not to be shocking. The scandal 
is that there is no scandal.” 

Still, fans of LaBruce’s more 
nakedly daring work will still 
find layers of subtext to chew 
on in what otherwise seems his 
first pleasant trifle. 

Gerontophilia, which opens 
Friday in Toronto, centres on 
Lake (newcomer Pier-Gabriel 
Lajoie), an 18-year-old who 
takes a job in a nursing home. 
There, he develops feelings for 
an 81-year-old resident of the 
facility (portrayed by the estim¬ 
able Walter Borden), and an un¬ 
likely romance blossoms. 

Although there’s a sweet¬ 
ness to the relationship and 
LaBruce’s film in general, he’s 
characteristically quick to 
undercut it. He wanted the film 
to be about a fetish — hence 


the title — and not a stoiy of 
love overcoming a seemingly 
insurmountable difference. 

In other words, Lake 
doesn’t fall for Mr. Peabody in 
spite of their chasmic age dis¬ 
parity, but precisely because 
of it. 

“I veiy consciously made 
him not gay-identified — he 
has a girlfriend,” LaBruce said 
of the younger character. “I 
also consciously start out with 
his fetish first. That’s why the 
film is about gerontophilia — 
he does have several encoun¬ 
ters with old men where he 
gets excited. He doesn’t quite 
understand why.” 

The film is LaBruce’s first to 
be deemed acceptable for audi¬ 
ences as young as 14 in Canada.

Theft. Fans left fuming 
after famed Fault in Our 
Stars bench goes missing 


Fans of The Fault in Our Stars 
discovered that a canal-side 
bench in Amsterdam that’s 
the site of a key scene in the 
romantic drama had gone 
missing as they traced a tour 
of movie-centric moments 
around the Dutch capital. 

The disappearance went 
undetected by city authorities 
as the bench was swiftly re¬ 
placed by a flowerpot, filling 
up the gap in street furniture. 

“It’s a bit embarrassing, 
because we do keep good 
track of them, but it’s gone 
all right,” city spokesman 
Stephan van der Hoelc told 
The Hollywood Reporter. 
“Keep your eyes on eBay,” he 
remarked, with an eye on the 
seat’s possible eventual des¬ 
tination. 

The city was tipped off 
after film fans started making 
inquiries as to the missing 


bench’s whereabouts. 

Released in June, Josh 
Boone’s adaptation of the 
John Green young adult novel 
stars Shailene Woodley and 
Ansel Elgort as the teens who 
meet at a cancer patients’ 
support group in the U.S. The 
pair then visits Amsterdam to 
track down an elusive author. 

As well as sitting on the 
canal-side bench, the two 
share a kiss in the attic of the 
Anne Frank House museum, 
though real tours of the at¬ 
traction don’t ascend into the 
loft space. 

And while the bench was 
likely removed with intent, 
the flowerpot may have been 
an act of serendipity rather 
than deliberate decoy, Der 
Hoelc said: Neighbours often 
club together to improve 
their own environs.

In director Fred Schepisi’s 
new romantic comedy Words 
and Pictures, there’s a mov¬ 
ing scene in which actor Clive 
Owen, playing an alcoholic 
English professor, slurringly 
confronts his weary adult son 
on the street, tearfully reveal¬ 
ing a transgression and beg¬ 
ging for forgiveness. 

It’s the moment in the 
otherwise lighthearted romp 
in which you realize that the 
picture has a profound ache 
in its heart. 

It’s also the moment when 
you are reminded about how 
good an actor Owen can be. 
“Clive is a really passion¬ 


ate actor who thinks he’s 
been given a great chance in 
life,” the veteran filmmaker 
says of the British thespian, 
star of such diverse films as 
Croupier and Sin City. 

“He brings a real prepara¬ 
tion to everything he does, 
an intense level of interest 
in creating a role. Which is, 
of course, fantastic for me 
because he was also open to 
whatever I thought could 
improve. He’s a magnificent 
performer.” 

Owen is the male half 
of the frothy, sophisticated 
movie, in which his cocksure 
yet troubled writer/profes¬ 
sor bumps up against Juliette 
Binoche’s elegant, tough and 
yet physically damaged paint- 
er/art teacher in a battle of 
wits that eventually leads to 
love. 

Words and Pictures is the 
18th film directed by Aussie- 
born Schepisi who has proved 
time and time again — in 
films ranging from The Rus¬ 
sia House to Six Degrees of 
Separation — that he is noth¬ 
ing if not an actor’s director. 

“Both Clive and Juliette 


had long respected each 
other’s work so that was a 
bonus right off the bat,” he 
recalls. 

“When I got them togeth¬ 
er to meet for the first time, 


you just saw it. They had “it.” 
They liked each other, they 
were very similar and made 
each other laugh a lot so 
this time, really, my job was 
already half done before we 


shot a frame!” 

That chemistry between 
the two is palpable on screen 
and when we see them laugh 
and interact (especially in

scene) it’s authentic and 
often improvised. 

It’s that organic quality 
which gives the film its edge, 
a natural hook to a film that 
may have, under a different 
director and with a different 
cast, easily fallen into trite 
cliche.

“Even when Juliette’s 
character paints, that’s ac¬ 
tually her doing it. 

“That’s her work on dis¬ 
play. She fully understood the 
character and added a dimen¬ 
sion to the role that no other 
actor could. It was amazing. 
Making the film was a jour¬ 
ney and it was one I really, 
truly enjoyed.”

(We’ve been shooting 
Season 3) just this month, so 
we don’t know a lot yet. I’m 
ready! 

I told my friend, “I can’t 
wait to go to work. I just 
have so much fun,” and she 
was like, “I want to have fun 
at my job.” She’s a nurse. 

Do the friendships on the 
show translate off-screen? 

They’re legit friendships, 


yeah. I hang out with Diane 
(Guerrero) a lot — we go 
shopping, we have lunch. 
Dash (Dascha Polanco) and I 
love to dance. I was (Danielle 
Brooks’) date the other day 
for the Third Person pre¬ 
miere. I was like, “Who did 
you invite first?” and she told 
me, “No, you’re my homie! 
You’re the first person I 


called.” 

I go bowling with Taiyn 
(Manning) and Emma (Myles). 
And Soso — Kimilco (Glenn). 
She’s so much fun, I love her. 

What beauty products 
would you smuggle into 
prison? 

I can’t live without my eye¬ 
liner or lipstick — Ruby Woo 


from MAC — and under-eye 
cream for puffies. On the 
show they use Kat Von D Tat¬ 
too eyeliner. I usually wear 
just the eyeliner, maybe if 
I need to cover up a pimple 
here or there. 

Flaca wears her eyeliner 
like lipstick, which is kind of 
cool — she likes that gothic 
situation. I always sleep with 


a sleeping mask, so they use 
maxi pads with little rubber 
bands on them. 

Are you and Flaca similar? 

We definitely have some 
similar characteristics. She 
loves music and so do I — 
I’m a musician. 

She has a feistier attitude 
than me, and I love playing

her, because I could never be 
that in real life. 

I have a friend who is 
Flaca ... I imitated her for 
two years before I even got 
the role ... so when they told 
me, “Flaca is a feisty Latina,” 

I went in there pretending to 
be her, and I got the part. 

(Flaca’s on-screen kiss) 
was one of the best moments 
on set for me, because we 
got to see her vulnerable 
side. Being in prison, and 
your boyfriend not coming 
to visit, when maybe she’s 
in there because of him, I 
would be devastated. 

And Maritza — we’re 
friends on and off the show, 
so it was nice to have that 
moment with her. It was my 
favourite scene, besides the 
mock fair. 

You almost won! 

You know, I tried to get a job 
by being flirty ... it happens, 
sometimes. 

As a musician — what kind 
of music do you play? 

I want people to feel what 
I’m feeling. So I write about 
my past experiences, about 
heartbreak, love. Mostly 
about heartbreak, (laughs) 
One day, I want to sing in the 
subway, with a bucket out. 
I’m so shy, but I’ve always 
wanted to do that. I’m gonna 
do it someday, watch!

Rich Kids of Instagram get 
everything — even a book

Love ’em or hate ’em, you 
know who they are. Rich 
Kids of Instagram is a Tumblr 
that popped up two years ago 
filled with photos of teens 
unapologetically flaunting 
their extreme wealth. Photos 
of $40,000 shopping sprees, 
out-of-control yacht par¬ 
ties and champagne bubble 
baths are just a sampling 
of what you’ll find. Now, in 
the first Instagram-to-book 
deal, a novel based on these 
photos will be coming out 
next week. 


The creator of the Tumblr 
is anonymous, and he enlist¬ 
ed writer Maya Sloan — who 
ghostwrote Kendall and Kylie 
Jenner’s new YA novel — to 
write the book, which cen¬ 
tres around a Danish royal 
and his five friends. 

“The 10 most frequent 
contributors to the site 
served as a basic resource 
of information in the begin¬ 
ning,” Sloan says. “The book 
is completely fiction, but I 
researched who these teens 
were, who was hanging out 
with who, and what they 
were into.” 

Amazingly, Sloan was able 
to befriend a real European 
heir for research, as long as 
he remained anonymous. She 
says her husband, who is Dan¬ 
ish, also helped provide a lot 
of insight into the main char¬ 
acter. 

Sloan says the teens who 
submit their photos to the site 


on Instagram and Tumblr have 
a love/hate relationship with 
it, but ultimately are obsessed 
with it and want to be on it. 

“The creator gets tons of 
emails a day from people 
who want to be featured,” she 
says. “When he doesn’t post 
their photos, they start send¬ 
ing him angry emails. There 
was one kid who emailed 
saying he hated the site and 
never wanted to be on it 
again and then tried to get 
back on the site not too long 
after. The creator told him he 
wasn’t going to put him on 
it because he made it clear 


about how he felt. Then, he 
sent the creator a picture of 
‘F- you’ spelled out in pills.” 

When writing the book, 
Sloan’s challenge was to 
humanize these types of 
teens, so they would be more 
than just a clique people 
laugh at. 

“As I got to know people 
with extreme wealth, I 
did start to feel for them,” 
she says. “There’s a classic 
money-can’t-buy-love thing 
going on. A lot of these kids 
are really lonely, feel unloved 
and are looking for a way to 
feel validated.”

Game’s afoot again 


Sherlock officially 
renewed for 
fourth season 

The BBC has confirmed 
what Martin Freeman, who 
plays John Watson in Sher¬ 
lock, told the Telegraph 
earlier this week: the series 
will return to the air in 
late 2015 with a special 
episode. The three episodes 
of the fourth season will 
follow in early 2016. 

This means that, as with 
the previous seasons, there 
will be a gap of about two 
years between Season 3 and 
Season 4. 

The delay is due to the 
busy schedules of the ser¬ 
ies’ two lead actors. Mar¬ 
tin Freeman has his work 
cut out for him on the set 
of the Hobbit trilogy, in 
which he stars. Benedict 
Cumberbatch, who plays 
Sherlock Holmes, is cur¬ 
rently on the set of Black 
Mass with Johnny Depp 
and will soon begin shoot¬ 
ing Blood Mountain, in 
which he stars. 

Season 4 is slated to 
start production in Janu- 
aiy 2015. afp 


Previously, it was thought that 
the upcoming Breaking Bad 
spinoff Better Call Saul would 
take place before Walter 
White began his meth-dealing 
career. Now a producer has 
indicated that the series will 
have an alternating narrative 
spanning across multiple dec¬ 
ades, indicating that the pro¬ 
tagonist of Breaking Bad could 
make a cameo or two. 

The first season of Better 
Call Saul, which is currently 
being filmed in New Mexico, 
is directed by Breaking Bad 
creator Vince Gilligan. The 
series focuses primarily on 
Saul Goodman (Bob Oden- 
kirlc), who is known to fans 
of the original show as Walter 
White’s lawyer. 

Described as a prequel to 
the hit AMC drama, the new 
spinoff will not take place ex¬ 
clusively during the 1980s as 
was previously thought. In an 
interview with the New York 
Daily News, producer Peter 
Gould revealed that the series 
would actually have “a flex¬ 
ible timeline” and will take 
place “before Breaking Bad, 
during Breaking Bad and after 


Breaking Bad.” 

Gould admits that this nar¬ 
rative structure provides “the 
ability to bring back characters 
that were killed on Breaking 
Bad,” adding that he would 
like to see Biyan Cranston re¬ 
turn for one or more cameos. 

However, he specifies that 
the storyline will remain fo¬ 


cused primarily on the adven¬ 
tures of Saul Goodman. 

AMC is betting big on this 
spinoff, which it has already 
renewed for Season 2. To en¬ 
sure that Better Call Saul has 
the strongest start possible, 
the network has postponed 
its premiere from November 
2014 to 2015. afp

The 11 teams of two set to 
run the second Amazing Race 
Canada were carefully chosen 
with an eye for eclectic divers¬ 
ity. 

But nervously huddled by 
the Toronto airport with mere 
hours to go until they begin 
the countiywide sprint, it’s 
the similarities that stand out. 

Almost without excep¬ 
tion, the pairs seem to be 
immersed in a strange com¬ 
bination of plucky optimism, 
gee-whiz wonder and, to vaiy- 
ing degrees, nagging anxiety 
about the very public test that 


awaits. 

The competitors seem to 
give the most thought when 
asked about their weakness¬ 
es, or the specific challenges 
they hoped to avoid. Canadian 
Olympic gold medallist hock¬ 
ey players Natalie Spooner 
and Meaghan Miklcelson 
worry about being made to 
shave their heads. 

Vegetarian married couple 
Laura Talcahashi and Jackie 
Skinner fret about over¬ 
coming eating challenges, 
though they recently con¬ 
fronted some seafood as prep¬ 
aration. (“We cut the head 
off a fish and stuff,” marvels 
Skinner. “It was actually kind 
of fun.”) 

Others possess slightly 
more, ahem, abnormal fears. 

Markham, Ont., occupa¬ 
tional therapist Shahla Kara 
concedes a deep (if bizarre) 
phobia of Popsicle sticks. 


“It’s just the wood, I can’t 
handle it,” she said, to the 
admirably faint irritation of 
friend and partner Nabeela 
Barday. 

Real estate broker Audrey 
Tousignant-Maurice, a native 
of St-Hubert, Que., states a 
preference to avoid eating 
anything “chewy,” while ac¬ 
tor partner Alain Chanoine 
(they’re dating) would rather 
not eat a live spider, though 
he says any food can be appe¬ 
tizing with a “little hot sauce.” 

And laid-back buddies

90210 who? Alums

If you’re pining for a 
'90s revival, Tori and 
Jennie are back with 
a new sitcom called 
Mystery Girls 


Tori Spelling can crack Jennie 
Garth up. 

When thinking of an up¬ 
coming scene from their new 
ABC Family sitcom, Mystery 
Girls, now airing Wednesdays 
at 8:30 p.m. ET, Garth giggles 
at the memory of Spelling go¬ 
ing for it, making a funny face 
and using a strange voice. 

That’s just one reason the 
two like to work together. 

“I feel safe doing some, 
like, goofy, crazy face and 
voice because it’s my friend. I 
know she’s gonna be there to 
support my efforts,” explained 
Spelling in a recent interview. 

“She knows I love it,” add¬ 
ed Garth, who readily admits 
she’s the first to break charac¬ 
ter in a scene. 

Unless you skipped the 
1990s, you know they were 
co-stars on one of the most 
popular TV shows of that era, 
Beverly Hills 90210, about 
teens living in the exclusive 
Southern California zip code. 

It went off the air after 10 
seasons in 2000 but Spelling 
and Garth have remained 
friends. They even briefly 


reprised their roles for the 
CW’s 90210 reboot. Spelling 
guest-starred on a couple of 
episodes. Garth appeared on 
the first two seasons. 

They never expected to 
work together full-time again 
but Spelling came up with 
the premise and it all fell into 
place. 

On Mystery Girls, Garth 
and Spelling play former co- 
stars of a hit 90s detective 
TV show of the same name. 
They’ve gone their separate 
ways, until a crime occurs, 
and the witness will only talk 
to them. After this, they end 
up opening a detective agency. 

Both actresses also serve 
as executive producers. They 
have their hand in the show’s 
look, wardrobe and “every 
little thing,” said Spelling. 
“Our personalities are micro¬ 
managers. We can’t delegate 
that much, but we’re learn¬ 
ing,” she said. 

The two say they rarely dis¬ 
agree on decisions but Garth 
will defer to Spelling some¬ 
times “because it was her 
idea.” 

They chose to do a sitcom 
because, “it’s more fun than 
doing a drama,” said Garth. 
“The schedule, the hours. We 
both have a lot of kids.” 

For Spelling, having a sit¬ 
com was a career goal. 

“I did the best I could on 
90210. Like, I tried to make 
Donna funny. I was in a 
drama. Everyone else was

great at drama, but I was like, 
‘I think I’m better at comedy, 
so how can I interject com¬ 
edy here and there?’ and so 
Donna was kind of goofy and 
I did things here and there 
but I was always like, “This is 
harder for me. I wish I could 
do comedy.’” 

The gig also comes at a 
good time for Spelling’s per¬ 
sonal life. Her recent marriage 
struggles with actor Dean 
McDermott have been docu¬ 
mented both in the press and 
on the Lifetime docu-series, 
True Tori. On that, cameras 
followed Spelling in the after- 
math of learning her husband 
had an affair and he subse¬ 
quently went to rehab. 

With all the rumours swirl¬ 
ing around her personal life, 
she felt it was best to docu¬ 
ment what was happening 
on camera: “It was the best 
vehicle to tell my truth.” Still, 
putting her personal problems 
on display can seem strange to 
some. To that, Spelling says, 
“It was something I needed to 
do, so don’t feel bad.”

1. Prepare a grill for medium- 
low (about 325 F) indirect 
cooking. In a charcoal grill, 
this means banking the hot 
coals to one side of the grill 
and cooking the ribs on the 
cooler side. In a gas grill, this 
means heating the grill with 
all burners on, but turning off 
the burners on one side just 
before putting the food on 
that side. 

2. Remove silver skin from 
the backs of the ribs, if desired.

CFL. Receiving duo 
Stamps, Bowman show 
glimmers of historic 
franchise tandems 


The Edmonton Eskimos have 
had some dynamic receiving 
duos throughout the fran¬ 
chise’s histoiy, and they’re 
hoping another is developing 
this year. 

Veteran slotbaclcs Fred 
Stamps and Adarius Bowman 
have shown they can be the 
one-two punch — like Brian 
Kelly and Tom Scott in the 
1980s or Ed Hervey and Teny 
Vaughn in the early 2000s — 
that gives opposing CFL de¬ 
fences more trouble than they 
can handle if they can stay 
healthy. 

In the Eskimos season-open¬ 
ing 27-20 win in Vancouver last 
weekend, Bowman had nine 
catches for 105 yards and the 
heavily guarded Stamps four 
for 40 yards. Both caught cru¬ 
cial touchdown passes. 

The Eskimos may never 
have another duo like Kelly 
and Scott, who terrorized CFL 
defences in the five years they 
were together in Edmonton 
and were key players in the Es¬ 
kimos’ five straight Grey Cup 
victories. But with the Eskimos 
preparing for their home open¬ 
er Friday versus Hamilton, both 
Stamps and Bowman were anx¬ 
ious to establish themselves as 
a pair to be reckoned with. 

“I’m going into my fourth 
year with Fred now and I think 
we go at each other, tandem 
with each other, so teams can’t 
do double team and triple

team on him when you have 
guys like me and Shamawd 
(Chambers) making plays,” 
said Bowman. “So if eveiybody 
continues to do their roles and 
I continue to make my plays 
when they come, Fred’s going 


to do his thing.” 

Last year, in 16 games, 
Stamps’ “thing” was 68 recep¬ 
tions for a CFL-leading 1,259 
yards and 11 touchdowns. Bow¬ 
man played only the final nine 
games and had an impressive 
44 catches for 697 yards and 
five TDs. 

The only season the two 
have played together for more 
than half a season was 2011, 
when they both played 15 
games. Stamps had 82 catches 
for 1,153 yards and eight TDs 
while Bowman chipped in with 


62 catches, an identical 1,153 
yards and four TDs. 

The thought of both of 
them healthy all season has 
them, along with quarterback 
Mike Reilly and the Eskimos of¬ 
fence, salivating. 

“Man, the sky’s the limit,” 
Stamps, who has had five 
straight seasons of more than 
1,000 reception yards, said of 
the pair’s potential. “It’s ex¬ 
citing to see something like 
that. It’s big to have him back, 
healthy again.”

Edmonton’s defence 
contributed four picks, four 
sacks and a forced fumble, 
which doesn’t bode well 
for a Hamilton offence that 
surrendered 10 sacks in its 
season-opening 31-10 road 
loss to Saskatchewan. 

It’s been a rough two 
weeks for Hamilton’s 
offensive line, which also al¬ 
lowed nine sacks in its final 
exhibition game, a loss to 
Toronto.

Bouchard makes 
Wimbledon final 


Beats Halep to 

advance Third time’s 
the charm as Canadian 
phenom advances to 
first Grand Slam final 


Canada’s Eugenie Bouchard 
stumbled in her first two Grand 
Slam semifinal appearances 
this year. 

The third time proved to be 
the charm Thursday at the All 
England Club. 

Bouchard defeated Roma¬ 
nia’s Simona Halep 7-6 (5), 6-2 
to become the first Canadian to 
advance to the women’s singles 
final at Wimbledon. It was the 
latest achievement in what has 
already been a historic run for 
Bouchard at the sport’s most 
prestigious event. 

“After doing well in the past 
few (Grand) Slams, I’ve been 
believing since the beginning 
of the tournament that I can do 
really well,” she said. “I’m just 
hying to take it one match at a 
time. It’s really important not 
to get ahead of ourselves. 

“I totally feel like I belong, 
and I’m just so excited for the 
next match.” 

The 20-year-old from West- 
mount, Que., has yet to lose 
a set in her six matches so far 
at Wimbledon. No Canadian 
had ever reached the women’s 
singles quarter-finals here in 
the Open era — never mind the 
final — before Bouchard. 

There could be a Canadian 
in the men’s singles final as 
well. Milos Raonic of Thornhill, 
Ont., will take on Switzerland’s 
Roger Federer on Friday with

Colombian fans unite around World Cup contender

The euphoria in soccer-mad 
Colombia is deafening, and 
wonderfully contagious, ahead 
of Friday’s do-or-die World Cup 
match against host Brazil. 

Never before has the nation 
made the quarter-finals. Some 
are even waxing poetic about 
World Cup unity accelerating 
the pace of 18-month-old peace 
talks to end a half-centuiy of 
conflict that has claimed some 
220,000 lives. 

Half the population seems 
to be wearing the canaiy-yellow 
national jersey, even on days 
Colombia isn’t playing. And the 
merrymaking, from singing in 


the streets to collective game¬ 
watching on huge screens in 
public parks, is often so un¬ 
restrained that many big-city 
mayors have imposed bans on 
alcohol sales on game days. 

The fear, of course, is that 
it all will be fleeting and the 
violence and intolerance that 
have long plagued the Andean 
nation will re-emerge at the 
tournament’s end. 

“Soccer has always worked 
as a tool of union and a tool for 
nation-building,” said Alexan¬ 
der Castro, a National Univer¬ 
sity sociologist. “But soccer is 
also as ephemeral as a particu¬ 


lar game. And when this World 
Cup ends it will be like a pass¬ 
ing fad, and we’ll be back to our 
old habits.” 

Not since Colombia drubbed 
Argentina 5-0 in a 1993 World 
Cup qualifier has the South 
American nation of 48 mil¬ 
lion been so enthralled by the 
beautiful game. 

“Colombia is going to 
make it to the final because 
it has the fundamentals and 
preparation, and (the play¬ 
ers) have great courage and 
desire,” said Leonardo Soto, 
a 23-year-old paralegal in 

Bogota. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS
